The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the apparatuses 
disclosed in groups I, II, III can be used in a materially different process such as using 
adhesives to attach the center part to the housing.
